Metropolitan Water District 
Constructs Aqueduct 
Through Here 


Manufacture and installation of 
the largest sections of 
conerete pipe that have ever been 
built is “being rapidly pushed in 
the vicinity cf Upland in conne. 
tion with the construction of the 
3924mile Metropolitan aqueduct. 

Employing approximately 400 
men in this vicinity, this work 


totals about 21 miles of the pip? | 


lines that are a part of the upper 
feeder of the distribution divisiou 
of the giant water supply system 
being built by the Metrcplitan 
Water district of Sduthern Cali- 
fornia. 

These huge pipe sections av 
erage 12 feet in diameter and 
each section weighs about 42 
tons. They are being built for 
the water district by the Ameri- 
can Concrete and Steel Pipe 
Co., at a special fabricating plant 
located at Rochester siding, east 


of Cucamonga, and by the J. 
Cen- 


Ghea Co. at its plant on 
tral avenue 
Totaling 150 miles in length 


this distribution feeder will carry 
500 million gallons of water daily 
from the Cajalco reservoir near 
Riverside to cach of the cities 
and arzas in the Water District. 
Water in the Cajalco reservoir 
will come from the Colorado river 
via the main section of the Met- 
ropolitan aqueduct which is 242 
miles long and will have vhe 
capacity to carry 1000 million 
galtons of water a day. 

Being built at a cost of $220,- 
000,000, this giant man-made riv- 
er will provide an abundant and 
everlasting supply of water for 
those Southern California cities 
and areas that are a part of the 
Metropolitan Water District. 

Early in 1923 it became ap- 
parent that the alarming rate at 
which underground water level 
were dropping in the south coast- 
al basin would make it necessary 
to import additional water into 
the region if it was to main- 
tain and continue its agricultyral 
and industrial development. 

Studies and surveys launched 
at that time revealed -that tte 
south coastal basin is overdraw- 
ing its underground water sup- 
ply at the rate of 200 million gal- 
Yong per day. The Colorado riv- 
er, on the other side of the atate, 
offered the only availabe supply 
of water. 

The Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict, a governmental division of 
the gtate of California, was or- 
ganized in 1928 to finance, build 
and operate a water supply sys- 
tem from the Colorado river tec 
its member units on the coastal 
plain. 

Actual construction work on 
the Metropolitan aqueduct was 
started in December, 1932, Since 
that time more than 32,900 aen 
have been directly employed on 
this project, which is the largest 
of its kind in the nation. This 

job has involved the con- 
struction of hundreds of miles of 
tunnels, canals, conduits, siphons, 
@utributing ines, conduits si- 
phona, distributing pipe ines, res- 
ecvoirg and pumping pants. 
. fhe main aqueduct has its in- 
-take on the Caorado rivera few 
miles north of Parker dam, and 
approximately 150 miles scuth of 
“Boulder. dam. It is designed to 
catry 1,500 cubic feet of water 
per second, and its tunne!s and 
conduit sections have an inside 
Miameter of 16 feet.. The canal 
secttons on the main aqueduct 
total 63 miles in length and are 
55. feet wide at the top, 20 feet 
Wide at the bottom, and are 12 
feet deep. They are lined with 
gomcrete 8 inches thick. ‘ 

That section of the distributing 
ayatem now under construction 
ig known as the upper or “high 
line” feeder. Running north from 
Cajalco reservoir to ‘the vicinity 
of Fontana it then swings west 
through Upland and toward the 
Pacific ocean, and will serve the 
‘aceag in the northern parc of 
the Water District.
